in order to give the Tax Court j"risdiction of a case a petition Vv AMEUD 
must be filed with the Tax Court during the 90-day period which 

begins with the date the notice of deficiency 1s mailed to the 

taxpayer (which is usually the date that appears on the notice 

of deficiency); or if the petition is received by mail after ( 

the 90-day period, it must be in an envelope bearing a postmark 

date that is within the 90-day period. The law does not permit 
any extension of the 90-day period. Thus where, as in your 
case, a petition is not received and filed within the 90-day 

period and the envelope in which it is received does not bear 

a postmark within the 90-day period, the Court has no alternative 

but to dismiss the case for lack of jurisdiction.

3. The petition was filed with the Tax Court on 
February 1, 1973 which date is 105 days after the mailing 
of the notice of deficiency. 

4. The copy of the petition served upon the respondent 
bears a notation that the date of the United States postmark 
stamped on the cover in which the petition was mailed, by 
certified mail, to the Tax Court is unclear.
